I refer to yonr Utter of 2 April 1957, requesting m report from this 
Agoaey on occasions since May 17, 1954 when w« hare refused Informa- 
tion to Congressmen « t ongressisnal Committees. 

By way ©f backgreend, it »**y be useful to refer to tl te Uv» and 
regulation* which govern tha ilecUmre or withhold lag «f information 
hy this A fancy. Section 192(*J)(.J) «f ft* National Security Act cf 1947, 

(f*. L. 253, $®tii Congress), *• amended, provide* la port That the 
Director of < antral Intelligence ehall be responsible far protecting 
InteUifenc e sources and i»*thoii Irons e t n a o th orteed diteleeure, Section 
7 «f tha Central Intelligence Agency Act of 1949 (P. i.. 110, fiat Congress), 
aa amended, provides aa fellows: 
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te the intcreeto of the aecnrity of toe foreign inteUigene e 
activities of the Hat tod State* and in order farther to imple- 
ment the previse af section 102(d)(3) of the Natiaaal Security 
Act of I '>47 ( PahUe Uw 253, Eightieth Congress, firat eeeslon)

The foregoing are the only cnees in war records d nay failure to 
furnish information requested by Congressmen *** Congressional com- 
mittees within the time period referred to fas your letter. In each ease 
the reason* for m inability to furnish tbe infortmtien were explained 
fully to tbe requesting afikhli, and to toe beet of our knowledge they 
were found to be reasonable in the tight of ear etntotory responsibilities. 

The Director of Central intelligence appear* regularly before 
established •ukenalfatei of toe Armed Service* and Appropriation* 

C ommittee* of the Senate and «f tbe Mouse* and makes available to these 
subcommittee* complete informatics on Agency ectMto*, personnel 
aad expenditures. Ho information ha* ever been denied to tbe** sub- 
committee*. The Director also regularly brief* toe feint C ommi t te e 
on Atomic Energy on matter* which fall within toe Cemmittee'* sphere 
of interest. This Agency maintain* contact* with a number at other 
committee* and member*' *£ the Cengreeo* had* apart Item the instance* 
cited above* baa complied with request* tor information, classified or 
unclassified. The enly exceptions to toe general rule are caste where 
the requesting official* after di*cus*i«a with Ageaey <dkf»l*, fern agreed 
that toe nature at toe information ori finally requested was such that it* 
relearn would he detrimental to toe security interests ef toe Malted 
State*. 

I trust that tote information ie responsive to yeur inquiry. * * 
wish to cooperate with your subcommittee t» every way possible* aad 
If further totems alien Is desired, we will do our beet to furnish it.
